It has been Judge Martin's custom for 
a number of years to always gpen the 
sessions of his court with prayer. It is 
said that Rev. Mr. MeDaniel was a 
brother-in-law of Beazley, and in his 
prayer evidently took the position that 
Swain is gillty of murder and must die 
for it. 

The case had progressed through the 
first argument and would probably 
have. been in the hands of the jury 
within an hour had the motion for an 
order deciaring a mistrial not inter- 
vened. 

Defense Wanted Andther Jury. 

The abrupt ending of the trial did not 
deter the defense from asking that an- 
other jury he empaneled and the trial 
begin again. but the state asked for 
time and the court granted the request. 

Swain was ordered returned to jail 
and, it is said, will be sent back to Sa- 
vannah, where he has spent 60 much 
time tn the Chatham county fail. It 
is stated that a motion to allow him 
bond will be made.

Declares Socialist Movement Is 
Most Important Fact of Evo-

Boston, May !4.—Many of the leading 
bishops, rectors and laymen of the 
Protestant Episcopal church were pres- 
ent in Tremont temple tonight at the 
first session of the twenty-seventh an- 
nual National Episcopal Church Con- 
gress.

“Socialism in Relation to Christian- 


itv’ was discussed at length 
a dozen speakers.: Among the papers 
on the subject was one by Silas McBee, 
of New York, editor of The Churchman, 
who thought the demand for unity was 


) growing throughout Christendom. 


Rev. Elliot White, of Worcester, said 
the socialist movement of the world 
éxpresses the most important fact of 
modern ‘social evolution—the advance 
to political control of all nations by 
the producers of wealth. 

“These are to be the arbiters of the 
times that are not far off,’’ he declared. 
“What will be their esteem of a church 
which refuses to aid, or even opposes 
tneir tollsome ascent to power? Chris- 
tianity must choose between the pro- 
ducers and those who by force of own- 
ership now exploit them. 

“In the face of the iniquitious co- 
existence today in America of multi- 
millionaires and starving seekers for 
opportunity to earn bread of wealthy 
idiers and child laborers; of monop- 
olized natural resources and public 
utilities, whose owners: dwell in pal- 
aces, and crowded slums, where 80,000 
babies die every year from ills directly

Scott Advertises His Wares. 

“Here,” he said, “is a half-gallion 
pitcher we sell for 90 cewyts a dozen. 
They sell at retail for abogt 40 cents 
apiece.” 

Senators and visitors in tne galleries 
craned: their necks to see the sample 
held aloft by Mr. Scott. 

“Here again,” he said, “is a tumbler. 
When I first went into the glass busi- 
ness this tumbler retailed at $2.50 a 
dozen. Now we sell it for 11 cents a 
dozen, less than 1 cent apiece. Here is 
a glass dish to be bought in any store 
for 70 cents a dozen. If we keep on 
we will soon be paying people to carry 
this glassware away. Here is another 
goblet that formerly sold for $3 a 
dozen and which now under protection 
sells for 25 cents a dozen.” 

Then, holding up a picture of an 
eleven-story building, Mr. Scott said it 
was the business place of a wholesaler 
and retailer of glassware and he added 
that the man who owned the building 
had made more money than all the 
glass manufacturers. 

When the schedules” relating 
lchinaware and earthenware were reach- 
ed Mr. Cummins suggested that two- 
thirds of the chinaware used in this 
country was imported, while 80 per 
cent of the earthenware used was of 
domestic manufacture, and added that 
he proposed later to offer an amend- 
ment to reduce the rate on earthen- 
ware.

City officials whose.duty it is'to keep extensive public accounts and who 
‘are responsible for. public moneys and public property should be glad of the 
opportunity to have their books and aecounts audited UY competent authority 
and their true condition made known. 

The charge has come from certain members of the charter revision com- 
mittee that Atlanta is losing something like half a million dollars annually 
through its lax system of bookkeeping and faulty methods in keeping track 
of public property. : 

There have been, also, charges that salaries of certain employees have 


| 


been supplemented by charging the differencf to expense accounts. 


It is not alleged that there has been any unlawful] appropriation of the 
city’s funds, nor have the charges heen made to reflect upon the honesty 
and integrity of any of the city’s officials. 

But the charges do involve possibilities of carelessness and irregularity 
from which the city might severely suffer, if these things exist and if they 
are not corrected. 

‘One of two things is true: 
exist. 

The charge that they do exist, 
to say the least, involve the matter in question and doubt. 


These irregularities exist or they 


coming from the source it does, must, 


Under such circumstances, instead of flaring up in a stormy indignation 
and interposing obstacles in the way of investigation to determine the true 
conditions, the council and all officials should welcome full, free and detailed 
inquiry. 

There should be no secrecy or star chamber methods about the city’s 
public books and accounts. : 

These records should be open at all times to reasonable public inspec- 
tion; there should never be a time when the public official cannot or will 
not say freely, “There are my books; if there is anything wrong about them, 
show it to me and I will be glad to correct it.” 

There is no detail of city government which the people are not entitled 


the list, including salary and expenses of each and every city official. 
It should be the pleasure of each city official to afford every possible 


facility for making this investigation thorough and complete. 


It means protection for himself as well as for the people who pay the 
expenses of the city’s government.

Florida’s proposal relative to the disfranchisement of the negro voter 
at least has the characteristics of courage and frankness. 
| There is no beating about the bush in the Beard resolution, which has 
passed the Florida senate and is now under consideration in the house, 
where it received a majority, but not the necessary two-thirds vote, and is 
now pending under reconsideration. 

It does not seek to wind its way around constitutional obstacles by 
grandfather clauses and educational and property qualifications, which are 
susceptible of convenient application according to the color of the voter. 

Florida goes right to the heart of the thing at a single stroke. 

The fourteenth and fifteenth amendments to the constitution 
United States were illegally adopted and are, therefore, void, it says: 
fore, on and after such a date only white persons shall have the right to 
vote in the state of Florida. 

That's practically all there is to the Florida resolution, but it is straight, 
and to the point.

its purpose is to be honest, open and above board about it. 

Not only that, but the legislature is going into the matter with its

He said that he and two other ne- 
groes were engaged in a ‘‘skin game” at 
Lenox on the night of the murder, the 
other two being section hands. Their 
money gave out, and the burglarizing of 
the stores was suggested as a means of 
obtaining more. 

The negro was caught at Fender last 
night,in the commissary of Phillips & 
Martin. So desperate was his efforts 
to escape, that it required five men to 
hold him. 

It is not thought that either this one, 
ar the other negro arrested at Lenox, 
had anything to do with the murder, 
but that they were only accomplices of 
Lewis in the burgiary.
